the Edmonton Young Men's Christian 
association was held Jast night, when 


about 100 members sat down to an 
elaborate spread at 6.30 o'clock. After 
everyone had feasted to their heart's 
content, Dr. H. R. Smith, president of 
the association, made a few introduc- 
tory remarks at the commencement of 
the evening’s program. 

Harry Ballantyne, Y.M.C.A, field sec- 
retary for western Canada; George 
Clark, national student secretary, and 
Mr. James Woodsworth, superintendent 
of the Welfare league for western 
Canada, were among those present. 

H. H, Hull, treasurer of the associa- 
tion, reviewed briefly the financial 
statement for the past year, and drew 
apecial attention to the fact that the 
association was self-supporting. He 
also stated that the association owns 
property on the south side which was 
a very valuable asset, and he hoped to 
see a Y.M.C.A. building across the 
river in keeping with that portion of 
the city and its necessities. 

W. W. Gould, who made an audit of 
the books for the past year, stated that 
the May street property upon which 
the bullding stands is assessed at 
$70,000 and the property on the south 
side of the river at $9,600. He placed 
the value of the building at $59,500 and 
furnishings at $10,000, It was also 
stated that there are five vacancies on 
the board of directors to be filled this 
year, and nominations may be made 
by any of the members. 


Co-operation Is Needed. 

FE. G. Duncan said that co-operation 
of the members was the one point that 
made for success in the social activities 
of the association. Some of the 
figures given for 1913 were as follows: 
148 different men in dormitories; 260 
men get their mail at the building; 
3,000 strangers were directed to rooms;

“ADVERTISING” AT 
GOVERNMENT RATES. 

During the last fiscal year the Dominion government 
distributed $1,400,000 among various newspapers and pub- 
lishing houses of the dominion for ‘‘advertising.” Whether 
or not the amounts have anything to do with the editorial 
utterances of the papers, or the editorial utterances anything 
io do with the amounts, may be judged best when one has 
an idea of what the amounts were and what papers got the 
“advertising.” The Winnipeg Telegram, for instance, con- 
trolled by Sir Redmond Roblin and Hon. Robert Rogers, came 
in during the last fiscal year for $20,237. The nationalist 
organ of Hon. L. P. Pelletier, L’Evenement, of Quebec, got 
the tidy sum of $23,327, and La Patrie of Montreal received 
pap to the extent of $23,408. That the conservative- 
nationalist alliance is still in effect is evidenced by the fact 
that Le Devoir, Mr. Bourassa’s paper, received $1,312 during 
{he year for “advertising”? the various departments of the 
government. The Halifax Herald, edited by the recently 
appointed conservative Senator Dennis, was helped to the 
extent of $13,312. The St. John Standard, in) which the 
minister of marine and fisheries, Hon. J. D. Hazen, is in- 
terested, did even better than that. It got $16,133. The 
Mail and Empire of Toronto came in for $12,641 for insert- 
ing government advertising at top rates. The Toronto News, 
which recently referred to Hon. Robert Rogers and Hon. 
Frank Cochrane as ‘the two strong men of the ministry,” 
was subsidized to the extent of $10.165. 

An amusing feature of the list is that the Calgary Eye 
Opener got $261.70 for advertising while the Canadian 
Churchman got only $60.60, As an estimate of the relative 
influence which the patronage committee concedes to the two 
publications, the figures should be flattering to Bro. Edwards. |

Centenary of Father Sorin, Lately he bas been given a new and 
Famous Catholic Educator, 

The University of Notre Dame at 
South Bend, Ind., one of the greatest 
of Roman Catholic educational institu- 
tions in America, will celebrate today | 
the centenary of the birth of its} 
founder and first. president, Father! 
Edouard Sorin. It was in the French | 
town of Laval—a name ever associated 
With the great Canadian bishop who 
was a ploneer in the introduction of 
Christian Jearning into North America 
that Father Sorin’ was born on Feb, 6, 
1814. He was editeated in France, 
entered the service of the church, and 
in 1841 was sent to America to organize 
a branch of the Congregation of the 
Holy Cross. He labored long and well 
among the Indians of western Indiana, 
then a wilderness, and made many 
converts among the redskins. 

It was in 1842 that the bishop of 
Vineennes gave Father Sorin a tract 
of land on which to erect the rude 
school which was to become the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, Father Sorin 
was its first president, and his connec- 
tion with the institution continued 
from its opening in 1844 until his death 
in 1898, a period of nearly half a cen- 
tury, During that time the ploneer 
educator saw the school grow into a 
college and the college into a univer- 
sity which fs the largest and among 
the most important of American 
Catholic universities, The institution 
is still controlled by the Congregation 
of the Holy Cross, It has a faculty of 
85 and a student body of well over a 
thousand. 

While Father Sorin’s institution 
ranks among the greatest or American 
Catholic universities, It is far from be- 
ing the oldest. Georgetown University 
at Washington was the pioneer among 
existing Catholic universities of the 
United States, having been founded by 
the Jesuits in 1789 and chartered by 
congress in 1815. Laval University at 
Quebec dates only from 1852, but the 
famous Laval seminary in Canada's 
ancient capital was founded by the 
first bishop of Quebec in 1663. St. 
Louis University in Missourl was es- 
tablished in 1818, and Marquette Uni- 
versity at Milwaukee will pass the 
semi-centenary mark this year. Among 
other Catholic universities, Creighton 
at Omaha was founded in 1878, the 
Catholic University of America in 1889, 
and Loyola University at Chicago in 
1909, 

Neither the United States nor 
Canada can boast of the oldest Catholic 
educational institutions in America. 
More than a century before Laval in- 
augurated his seminary at Quebec 
there were Catholic universities in 
Mexico, Lima, Peru, and San Domingo, 
the first two named having been 
opened in 1551, and the later in 1558. 
The University of Bogota, in what is 
now Columbia, was founded a little 
later, and the University of Sucre, 
Peru, in 1623.

EQUAL FRANCHISE 
SUPPORTERS HOLD 
ROUSING MEETING 


Permanant Organization form- 
ed and Two Petitions Are 
Sent Forth, 


TO CITY COUNCIL AND 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 


Fine Arguments ts and Eloquent 
Pleas’ ‘Made to Give the 
Vote to Women, 


Notwithstanding Jack Frost and his 
cohorts seemed to consipre against it, 
they could not cool the ardor of those 
who have the subject of Equal Fran- 
chise at heart. First and foremost’a 
permanent organization of the people 
was effected at the meeting held Jast 
night in the old Presbyterian church, 
Third street, Two petitions, one to the 
mayor and city council and the other 
to the legislauve assembly were signed/ 

The meeting was called to order by 


lVrofessor Alexander, temporary pre- 
sident. He first called Alderman East, 


who spoke for five minutes, In_ the 
course of his remarks Mr. East warned 
the women that they would have a fight 
on hand and cited his experience in 
New eZaland and Australia where wo- 
men had the franchise for 20 years. 
One great argument brought to bear 
against the granting of equal suffrage 
in New Zealand was the fact that the 
credit of the country would be ma- 
terlally impaired if women had the 
franchise. To prove the fallacy of this, 


| he cited that last spring while Edmon- 


ton and Alberta were only able to float 
a loan at 98 cents on the dollar, a New 
Zealand at 4 per cent loan was gladly 


| taken by the money brokers at a pre- 


mium of 10 shillings on the pound. 
Alberta pays 6 per cent, 

Alderman Eest closed his remarks 
after assuring the league of his hearty 
official and personal support, and with 
the remark that he saw no reason why 
Alberta should not be the pioneer suf- 
frage province of this vast dominion, 

Aiderman G, Hy May was next called, 
and stated that he claimed the honor of 
being the first equal suffrage apostle in 
official Edmonton, for three years ago 
he had drafted a resolution to petition 
for equal suffrace legislation, but that 
in the city council his only supporters 
were Aldermen East and Clarke.’ Two 
years ago the measure could only find 
two supporters, himself and Mr, East, 
and the last year his infant legislation 
had been sleeping, but there were great 
hopes of fanning it back to life, with; 
a voting majority in the city council in 
favor of it 

Alderman Kinney Speaks. 

Mr. May was followed by Alderman 
Kinney who said he hoped to represent 
not only the united labor council and 
railway trainmen, but the women of 
Edmonton as well, for he believed in a 
universal franchise, and assured the 
league of hearty co-operation at all 
times, and that he would even go far 
out of his way personally as well as 
officially to help in the cause. 

Alderman Joseph A. Clarke. declared 
himself in favor of equal suffrage, and 
explained fully what equal suffrage 
would mean, 

Mayor McNamara assured the as-
